Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

Claim 1 has been replaced with the following: 
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1 . A compound 8 to 50 nucleobases in length targeted to a region consisting of 
nucleobases 1000 through 1092 of a nucleic acid molecule encoding human Interferon gamma 
receptor 2 (SEQ ID NO. 3), wherein said compound is an antisense oligonucleotide which 
comprises at least one modified intemucleoside linkage and wherein said compound specifically 
hybridizes with said region and inhibits the expression of human Interferon gamma receptor 2. - 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner's amendment limits the claim to a targeted region consisting of 
nucleobases 1000-1092 (rather than any region encompassing nucleobases 1000-1092, such as 
the entire open reading frame). Furthermore, the claim sets forth the limitation that the 
compound is an antisense oligonucleotide which comprises at least one modified intemucleoside 
linkage and wherein said compound specifically hybridizes with said region and inhibits the 
expression of human Interferon gamma receptor 2. There is no prior art which anticipates or 
makes obvious such an antisense oUgonucleotide targeted to nucleobases 1000-1092 of human 
the human Interferon gamma 2 receptor.
